liament One of Great 


Brilliancy. 


Emperor's Reception to ttie Douma Passes Off 


Without Incident—Speech From Throne 


Conciliatory Asking Legislators to 


Work for Solution of Problems. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 
10.—The 


members of the lower house of parlia- 
ment after the ceremonies at tho palace 
embarked on steamers and went up the 
river, landing at the Tuuride palace, 
where the house will assemble. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 10.—3 p. m.— 


The emperor and the empress after leav- 
ing the palace entered a launch, passed 
down the river, boarded the 
imperial 


yacht Alexandra and returned to Peter 
hof. 


The crowds on the banks of the river 


nnd islands heartily cheered the imper- 
ial party. 


There was no other incident. 


PT. PETERSBURG, May 10.—2:30 p. 


m.—The emperor's reception passed off 
without nny untoward incident. 


The tone of the speech from the throne 


was conciliatory. It expressed the em- 
peror's wwh that relief be given to the 


chains falling from another branch of 
the human race and tho Russia, people 
taking up the march of modern civiliza- 
tion.

ST. PETERSBURG, Mny 10.—5:36 p. 


m.—The lower house of parliament was 
called to order at 5 p. m. by Baron Frisch 
and Baron Uexkull, secretary of the em- 
pire with the hall from one half to two- 
thirds filled. 


Baron Frisch read an imperial ukaso 


convoking parliament and inviting the 
members to come forward and sign the 
oath. 


A recess was then taken. 
The opening of the lower house of par- 


liament was preceded by a religious ser- 
vice of thanksgiving in the big corridor 
in front of the hall. 


Prof. Mouromtsoff, the candidate of the 


constitutional Democrat" was elected 
president of the lower house. 


CHEERS FOR FREE AMERICA. 


Ambassador Meyer was accorded a 


rousing reception from the crowd in front 
of the Tauride garden. As he drove up 
there was tremendous cheering for the 
representative of free America. The peo- 
ple wanted to take out the horses and 
draw the ambassador's carriage with 
their hands, but this ho would not per- 
mit. He alighted without assistance and 
walked in the midst of cheering thous- 
ands to the gates. 


So far as known, the only disorder re- 


ported occurred near the winter palace 
between an officer and a party of roughs 
who declined to make way for him. Fin- 
ally one of tho roughs struck the officer 
in the face, whereupon the latter drew 
his sword and cut down his assailant. The 
officer was arrested. The man is not mor- 
tally wounded. 


AUGURY FOR BETTER TIMES. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 10. 10 a. m.— 


An ideal May day like a happy augury, 
greeted the uprising of the curtain for 
the new act of tho great historical drama 
Russia's struggle for liberty. Never 
did the showy northern capital of Peter 
the Great present a more brilliant pic- 
ture than for the inauguration of the 
Russian parliament. Just a suspicion of 
haze hung over the gulf softening the 
outlines and giving the. scene a touch of 
fairyland. Tho city spreading out over 
the numerous green islands in the river 
seemed swimming in a flood of light. The 
broad, swift flowing Neva with arms out- 
stretched to the sea and the interlacing 
canals were turned to nzuro by the re- 
flecting blue of the heavens, while the 
golden domes of the churches, the spires 
of the admiralty and the St. Potor and 
St. Paul fortress and the shining mimar- 
ets of the palaces seemed to float above 
the mass of yellow buildings. 


RTJSS COLORS HVEYWHERE. 


Besides, the metropolis was dressed 


bride-like, awaiting tho' coming of her 


lord. The yellow imperial standard with 
the double headed eagle flew from tho 
winter palace, flags by order of the po- 
lice were displayed from every house 
und streams of multi-colored pennants 
fluttered from the yachts and shipping 
in the harbor. Even the tiny passenger 
boats which thread the rivers and 'can- 
als, the street cars and many cabs Car- 
ried the. Russian colors. The banks, 
stores, schools and some of the factories 
were closed in honor of the occasion, but 
there was no general holiday the gov- 
ernment specifically discouraging a sus- 
pension of work in the industrial dis- 
tricts owing to fear that crowding the 
workmen into the center of the city 
might provoke collisions, disorders and 
perhaps bloodshed. 


PEOPLE AND RULER MEET. 


There was something distinctly awe-in- 


spiring about the day, with visions of 


to determine the fate of the nation and 
country stretching from Germany to the 
Pacific, ta the Polar seas and to the 
burning sands of central Asia. 


Notwithstanding the mutual distrust 


of the government and people there was 
not lacking the hope that the foundation 
of a sincere understanding between the 
emperor and his subjects would be laid 
strong and deep today. It was the atti- 
tude of mutual suspicion which consti- 
tuted the great, jarring note on this oc- 
casion. It could not be concealed. It 
was apparent everywhere. 


The city might have been in a slate, ot 


siege, so heavy was the array of troops. 
Not only were detachments of infantry, 
cavalry and gendarmes, stationed at 
strategic points, but large reserves were 
massed in the court yards of the public 
buildings. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 


Early in the morning the palace square 


resembled a field camp, two regiments 
of guards having bivouacked there nil 
night. At daylight battalions of police 
took possession of all the approaches to 
the palace for the distance of a third of 
a mile and all day no one was allowed to 
pass the lines without tickets. Tho 
draw of tho Nicholas bridge from Vasili 
Island, was opened and the palace bridge, 
which rests ou pontoons was allowed to 
swing down the' current so as to permit 
the imperial yachts bearing their ma- 
jesties and the court from Pcterhof to 
pass up the river to the landing stage in 
front of the winter palace. A flotilla of 
police patrol boats, several low lying tor- 
pedo boats and a number of oared gal- 
leys clear tho river as far as tho palaco 
of all moving craft. 


USHERED IN BY SERVICES. 


Like all great, state functions in holy 


Russia, the ceremonies began with relig- 
ious services. At 10 o'clock in the morn- 
in", the whole city reverberated with 
bells and chimes from St. Petersburg's 
myriad of cathedrals, churches and tem- 
ples, summoning the people to thanks- 
giving. Only those who have heard tho 
booming of tho bells of St. Isaac's ca- 
thedral, striking bass to the tintinnabu- 
lations of the other belfries, can appre- 
ciate the savage splendor of the wild 
clangor. Not only at St. Petersburg, but 
at the kremlin of Moscow bells were 
rung and tedcums were celebrated, thus 
giving the Oceanian the solemn, the relig- 
ious RS well as civic significance neces- 
sary to impress tho Russia masses. 


ROYAL~YACHT PROCEEDS. 


While the bells were still ringing, tho 


imperial yacht Alexandria with the im- 
perial standard at the fore moved majes- 
tically up the river, dipping her flag in 
answer to the .salutes and cheers from 
the emperor's warships lying at the Bal- 
tic works. Instead of proceeding to tho 
winter palace tho yacht stopped at the 
landing stage of the English quay below 
the Nicholas bridge and in front of 
Leuchtenberg palaco formerly tho Amer- 
ican embassy, where the emperor, the 


empress and the dowager empress enter- 
ed a launch and attended by a launch on 
each flank, moved on up the river. The 
members of the court made the remaind- 
er of the journey to the winter palace in 
carriages, escorted by a troop of clatter- 
ing horse guards. 


The emperor's arrival was not herald- 


ed by the customary salute of 301 guns 
and for that reason the passage of the 
river hardly attracted the notice of the 
thousands who were waiting along tho 
islands in the river. 


ROYALTY AT DEVOTION. 


'Without hatting at the winter palace, 


the launches crossed tho river and their 
majesties landed under the grim walls of 
the St. Peter and St. Paul fortress which 
they entered by the imperial water ter- 
race, driving hurriedly to the immense 
cathedral inside the walls, where repose 
the remains of tho Romanoffs. There, 
before the tombs of the emperor's ances- 
tors, the imperial family, knelt for twen- 
ty minutes, made their devotions and 
asked for the blessing and guidance of 
the Almighty. 


JUST A FAINT CHEER. : 


As their majesties, after their devo- 


tions, returned to the terrace and re-en- 
tered the launch tho faint echo of a, 
cheer swept up the Neva. The imperial 
launch immediately crossed the river and 
entered the winter palace from the quay 
entrance. 'For tho first time' since tho 
ceremony of blessing the waters, Janu- 
ary 19, 1905, when the emperor escaped 
death, from tho charge of grape fired 
from a gun of the saluting battery on 
the opposite bank of tho river, the em- 
peror and empress were back in tho 
Russian capital. 
-. 


QUEER GATHERING PLACE. 


A little more than two hours later 


vast hosts of military and. civil digni- 
taries .began/arriving at.tlii; winter pal-" 
ace to listen to tSe'emperor's iuessage to 
the representatives of the people. The 
palace is an immense strange, mysterious^ 
looking yellow-red structure on the left 
bank of the Nova. The queer, style of 
the architecture is accentuated by the 
ungainly statues on the roof lines. To 
the sou the is a large open space, called the 
palace square in the center of which rises 
a granite column, that of Alexander I. 
It is flanked by the buildings of the gen- 
eral staff, ministry of finance and the 
foreign 
.office. An immense quadriga 


crowns the archway of the main entrance 
from the grand morskaiy. 


IN MARKED CONTRAST. 


The scene on the square today was in 


vivid contrast to that of less than fif- 
teen months ago, when the troops met 
with volleys the people coming to ask 
the Little Father for less than they have 
now been granted. Instead of grim sol- 
diers shooting into a mob, prancing cav- 
alry with shining accoutrements guarded 
the approaches, while the square itself 
was filled with rank upon rank of the 
chevalier guards, cuirassiers, hussars, 
lancers and other guard regimunts, each 
in picturesque uniforms of red, blue and 
yellow. Their helmets and cuirasses 
shone in the sun, while the1 polished lance 
heads formed a thicket of flashing lines 
overhead. The emperor's picked Circas- 
sian Cossacks, in long, flowing crimson, 
kaftaos, sitting high on wild, steepo 
horses, gavo the highest note of color to 
the scene. Behind the iron grille lead- 
ing to the court yard of the palace were 
massed a squadron of heavy dragoons 
and a battery of machine guns. 


Through this brilliant maze of troops 


passed splendid equipages many of tho 
coachmen wearing the red imperial liv- 
ery and bearing invited guests swiftly 
to the various entrances to which they 
had been assigned. 


CLASS RANK FOLLOWED. 


Although the bars of what had hither- 


to been the most exclusive court in Eu- 
rope were lowered for the first time to 
admit to the emperor's presence men who 
had come not by virtue of hia invitation, 
but because they held a mandate from 
the people, the rules and traditions of 
caste and rank were not otherwise relax- 
ed. By different entrances and up differ- 
ent stairways into different salons strict- 
ly according to rank, the concourse of 
court dignitaries, nobles foreign repre- 
sentatives, clergy and military and civil' 
officials all in full uniform gathered to 
await the summons from the throne, in 
tho hall of St. George. Through the Jor- 
dan door the members of the lower house 
of parliament mounted the carria marble 
staircase to the spacious Nicholas hall 
overlooking tho Neva where the great 
court balls arc held, while the members 
of tho council of the empire, or upper 
IIOUHC passed- through the regular en- 
trances. That body assembled in 'the 
Hermitage pavilion. The ambassadors 
and other chiefs of missions mounted the 
ambassadors' staircase, skirting tho din- 
ing room, whet* Alexander II narrowly. 


escaped death as the result of1 an explo- 
sion in 1880, and passed the hall of Peter 
tho Great, whose red -velvet walls are 
studded with golden Russian eagles. 


.WHERE ROYALTY GATHERED. 
In the gold decorated music room, the 


field marshals and Arabic halls, the 
Pompeiian Gallery, the Hall of Columns, 
etc., gathered the suites--of the various 
grand dukes and. grand* duchesses, the 
procurator general of. the'holy, synod, the 
members of the holyjaynod, the generals 
of high rank, admi.wils,' aide de camps,, 
etc., while the immediate suites of the 
emperor and two cmprcssei rcmained.,in. 
the • Romanoff gallery 
off' the 
throne 


room, 
a- magnificent' apartment orna- 


mented with ribanded jasper and beau-, 
tiful mosaics representing the temples oi 
Paestum. The ladies and maids of hon- 
or of. the courts, arrayed in ancient cos- 
tumes of deep purple, embroidered with 
pearls and wearing sugar-loaf head- 
dresses similarly adorned, presented a 
charming appearance. 


PRICELESS JEWELS. 


In tho concert room a force of veteran 


grenadiers mounted guard before the in- 
signia of the emperors sovereignty, the 
imperial 
crown, sceptre, globe, sword, 


standard and seal of the empire, repre- 
senting the most valuable collection of 
jewels 
in 
the 
world. The precious 


stones blazed like live coals. The scep- 
tre alone is valued at- $1,200,000. It is 
surmounted by the celebrated Orloff dia- 
mqnoVof 185'carats, a mate of the Kohi-', 
•noor,, which together formed the eyes of 
the1 golden lion before the temple ol_tb.e 
.grand -mogul at Delhi. The romantic 
bloody history of these two jewels, stol- 
en, i-by.-.Zepohys, is well known. The 
crojwn-,is. surmounted by a cross formed, 
of/five, diamonds, each worth a kingjs; 
ransom,-set upon a .priceless ruby,/the. 
•whole resting on a golden circle studded j 
with;.uoarle, giving it the appearance.of. 
a mitre'and thus making it emblematic.: 
not only of sovereignty but of supreme 
authority over the Russian church. 


The globe also is surmounted by a dia- 


mond cross resting on an immense sap- 
phire. 


'MARCH LIKE A REVIEW. 


Shortly before 1 o'clock in obedience 


to signals the streams of guests began 
slowly lowing towards the great- St. 
George's hall. At each door of the'ser- 
ies of salons; stood two-foot .soldiers-At' 
"'prcasn't arms^ll-A'liilc-along the walls 
were ranged detachments of guard- regi- 
ments in picturesque uniforms so that 
the march of the members of the parlia- j 
mcnt to the throne hall was almost like 
a roTiew of the imperial guard. At the 
entrance of St. George's hall vras-a guard 
of 
honor composed of veteran 
palace 


grenadiers, twelve of whom are survivors 
of the reign of Emperor Nicholas I. 


THE THRONE HALL. 


St. George's hall is an apartmentvJaO 


f oet iong by 00 feet wide and is giveu-a 
stately appearance, by a- double row> of 
graceful Corinthian columns and'marble 
walls,--mlnle through its forty windows, 
today .streamed a flood of brilliant mny 
ahinc. In the center • of the parqueUy 
floor stood an altar on which •were-bam- 
ing.uamdles. At the end of the hull OZUK 
dais~3vas a gilded throne, in a comeirot 
•hich was flung with studied carelessness; 
the'Cnnine mantle of state. Befaindrthc 
throne, which waa surrounded byavc«tt- 
Opy bearing the emblematical ostrich 
plumes, were the imperial arms-worked 
on a great, velvet tapestry. 


A SCENE OF BRILLIANCY. 


From tho gallery where tho journalists 


.were placed, the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press-commanded, a. view of the 
brilliant scene below a* well as a vista. 
of the. endless succession of halte through 
which the human tide advanced. The. 
first to appear were the courtiers, gener- 
als, admirals and uniformed dignitaries 
of state, who drifted forward in hap- 
hazard order, thedr blue, gold, silver, 
scarlet and purple uniforms forming a 
shrifting maze of color. They engaged 
in- careless conversation awaiting the.ad-, 
.vent of the emporor. 


A MIXED ASSEMBLAGE. 


The entrance of the members of par- 


liament over 300 in number introduced 
a strangely incongruous element in the 
glittering assemblage uniformed in gold 
lace and sparkling with orders. Most of 
the members were in evening dress; but 
many wore ordinary frock coats and even- 
short 
coats and yellow shoes.' Their 


ranks- were interspersed with Moslems in 
white turbans and Kastans, Tartars in 
fezes, a Polish Catholic bishop in purple 
robes and orthodox clergy in sacerdotal 
raiment and retired army and navy offi- 
cers in uniform. Most of tho members 
were workmen who disdained western 
clothing and came in their ordinary cos- 
tumes, blouses and high boots, others 
wearing long skirted coats and gay 
Bcarf belts, some white and others red 
or purple, with cotton shirts. The peas- 
ants and workmen appeared to bo awk- 
ward and ill at ease, but resolution was 
stamped on their faces for it was the 
first-time :that men had dared to appear 
thus at a state function of the Russian 
court, whore etiquette in ,the past was 
so rigorous that it even compelled Amer- 
ican diplomats accredited to St. Peters- 
burg to don a uniform. 
."The members of parliament.'lined up 
,qn the right side of the hall as if to offer 
battle to the glittering array oi.bui.ejku.-1 


crats and courtiers opposite, whose hos- 
tile, contemptuous glances showed how 
'little they welcomed the new and domi- 
nant force in Russian political life. 


The members of the council of the em- 


pire and / cabinet ministers took their 
places on the left of the throne.

INSANE MAN IS AT BAY 


Hoosier Kills Brother, Then 


Flees to Stronghold He 


Had Prepared. 


MONTEZUMA, Ind., May 10.—W. H. 


Sylvester,president of. the First .National 
'barifc'o'f •'MowtczumVcmvs^hot. and.kilied- 
at'noon tod'ky in his home by his brother, 
whose mind is believed to be affecttfd. 


-Stephen Sylvester, the brother who did 


the shooting was injured several years 
ago by a fall and his mind lias been af- 
fected since. The shooting followed a 
quarrel at the home of W. H. Sylvester, 
the dead man, who was one of the most 
prominent 
men in 
the 
community. 


Stephen had loaned 
money 
from 
his 


brother and a quarrel and fist fight fol- 
lowed. A neighbor named Pittman was 
called in by Mrs. Sylvester and he sepa- 
rated the men, Stephen agreeing to re-: 
-.turn to his home. Pittman released him' 
-and Stephen .drew a revolver and fired a 
bullet-into his brother's stomach, killing- 
him almost instantly. Stephen ran'irom 
the house, to his own home and took rc- 
.fuge in a shed recently built by him'with 
an iron roof and wooden walls eight 
inches thick. In this he had placed a 
number of revolvers, riftes and ammuni- 
tion. 
He 
entrenched 
himself 
inside, 


shouting through the door thnt he would 
never be taken alive. The sheriff at once 
began organizing a posse and declared he 
•would take the man dead or alive. 


'While running through the streets 


from his brother's house to his home, 
Stephen Sylvester was pursued and fired 
upon several times by neighbor* of the 
dead' banker, but did not return the 
shots and was not hit so far as is known. 
He has been known as a very eccentric 
character and it is believed he built the 
.stronghold In his yard, with iron roof 
and heavy walls in anticipation of the 
trouble today^ He told a physician of 
tho family several days ago that he Was 
determined ii get some money he claimed 
to be due to him from his brother and he 
did not care how he got it or what hap- 
pened. 


The sheriff- of this county ihan started 


to drive from Rockvillc, eight 
miles 


away. He has several deputies with him, 
Stephen Sylvester is barricaded in his 
stronghold and the people of Montozuma 
arc awaiting developments. Over a thous- 
and persona are watching the ehed from a 
distance.

CAME FROM DENMARK 


TO AMERICA IN 1881 


.(first Settled in Iowa, Then Came to 


Eacine, Afterwards Moving to 


Omaha, but Finally Re- 


turning in 1899. 


JEFFERSON, Wis., May 10.— The body 


of Christian Hoffmann, aged 84 years, j 
who disappeared from Watartovrn 
on ' 


April 4, was found in Rock rivar, near 
Johnson Creek, six milcn north of this 
city, by Ernest Martin, who was fishing. 


Sir. Hoffmann had resided in Water- 


town with his' brother. It is said that 
he became despondent beuause a neigh- 
bor had been taken to the county poor 
almshouse in this city. Tie day after 
tho neighbor's commitment, Hoffmann 
disappeared. 


tt is said that Hoffmann jumped into 


the river at Watertown. The high and 
rapid current carried the body nearly 
eleven miles down stream, where it was 
stopped by weeds and grass. The re- 
mains were hardly recognizable. Inter- 
ment was immediately made' at Water- 
town. 
| 


A highly notable silver wedding is be- 


ing celebrated on the west side today 
Mr. and Mrs. Paul M. Kopmann, 817 For- 
est street, being the happy couple who 
have completed a quarter of a century 
matrimonial blessedness, and today look 
as young and hopeful as they did when 
they were married twenty-five years ago. 


It was May the iOth, 1881 that Mr. and 


Mrs1. Kopmann were united in marriage 
in .their native city, Aalborg, Denmark 
and two years later they decided to try 
America of which they had heard so 
much and so many laudatory talcs had 
been told them of this land of opportun- 
ities that they -were not, although Scan- 
dinavian immigration at that time had 
not reached its climax, frightened by the 
thought of crossing the pond separating 
the two hemispheres. They embarked for 
New York one sunny day, and the .sun 
also shone when they first set foot on 
American soil, promising a ceaseless row 
of sunshiny days in the new country. And 
the promise of the sun that day waa ful- 
filled. 


AMONG THE PIONEERS. 


Mr. and Mrs. Kopmann belong to that 


sturdy class of pioneers who made west- 
ern America inhabitable for future gen- 
erations, for from New York they went 
directly to Iowa, at that time almost en- 
tirely covered with the grass of the prai- 
ries, where now several of 
the • most 


iics'rtrtna" uniciri are situat- 


ed. • The young-couple, not afraid 'ol 
meeting difficulties, settled in'- Harlan, 
la., where they remained until 1886 when 
they removed to Racine. For two years 
they lived in the Belle City, but thinking 
that there were wider fields in which to 
work in the west, thoy went to Omaha, 
remaining there thirteen years. 


PRESIDENT OF CHURCH. 


While in the Gate city, Mr. Kopmann 


was elected president of the Danish Luth 
eran church there and became, a very 
highly resprcted one, taking the most'pro- 
found interest in all church matters, and 
even attracting the attention of outside 
congregations.' 


Mr. Kopmann had the satisfaction of 


seeing the Omaha congregation rise above 
many difficulties and- hardships, and when 
today it is in1 a secure condition/ the re- 
sult to a largo extent is due to the un- 
tiring efforts of Mr. Koptnann. 


BACK TO RACINE. 


The loyal love with which old Racino- 


ites think of Racine is almost proverbial, 
and with some justification it has been 
claimed time and again that people who 
have lived in Racine, in the course of 
time, irresistably are drawn back to that 
city again. 


And Mr. and Mrs. Kopmann's case was 


no exception to the rule, for in 1S90 
they left Omaha, proceeding to the Belle 
City of the Lakes and made their home 
at 817 Forest street where they still have 
their cozy and attractive home. 


Also fa this cfty the able man became

The recent earthquake in California 


has aroused so many inquiries among 
Journal readers as to their causes that 
herewith is printed a abort synopsia as 
given -by leading scientists. 


Professor Joseph Le Conte, in his "Ele- 


ments of Geology,!' says that by far the 
most common cause of earthquakes is 
either the formation of a great fissure 
or else the readjustment of the walls of 
such a fissure. He adds that even in the 
case of tremors- accompanying volcanic 
.eruptions, it is probable 'that their troe 
cause is the fracturing of the mountain 
by the eruptive forces, and the readjust- 
ment of the broken parts. This results 
in the emergence, he says, on the surface 
of the earth of a succession of elastir 
earth-waves produced by violent concus 
sions of some kind in the interior. 


This being the case, the inference 


reasonable that the greater the thick 
ness of the earth deposits covering th 
solid rock the more the jar from below 
is likely to be spent before the earth 
waves reach the surface and are com 
municated to buildings.

PRINCE STIRS UPJOMMOTION 


Canses House, l>lfce Onoe Brave General, to 


March up Hill. Then liown Araln. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The housb

.a senate amendment to the army, appro- 
priation -bill. The amendment provides 
that officers who served in the civil war. 
who ure-.now in the service and have hold 
for two years the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral shall, when retired, receive the rank 
and pay of major general. 
Representa- 


tive Prince of Illinois incensed his col- 
leagues on the military affairs commit- 
tee by injecting a motion to instruct the 
conferees not to yield to the senate on 
this amendment. Ho declared it was 
class legislation of the rankest kind as 
it affected only seven officers who are 
now holding "desk" jobs in the war de- 
partment.

is Assassinated. 


AT ONE TIME URGED 


MOJRE POWER TO PEOPLE 


But Afterwards Seeing- the Regressive 


Measures Succeeded, He Became 


Active .Coadjutor of Gen- 


eral Trepoff. 


KIEFF, Russia,- May 3—General Count 


Alexis Pavolich Ignatieff, formerly gov- 
ernor of Kieff, was assassinated here to- 
day. 


Count Ignnticff was with General Tre- 


poff, the instigator of the conspiracy to 
induce Emperor Nicholas to withdraw 
the parliamentary reforms and return to 
the old path of absolutism. He was one 
of two sons of the famous first Count 
Ignatieff, who from a common soldier in 
the imperial guard, rose to be president 
of the committee of ministers, governor 
general of St. Petersburg and founder of 
one of the richest -families of Russia. 


HIS CAEEER IN ARMY. 


The late Count Alexis M'as born in 


1842, and after completing the course in 
tlie corps of pages entered the crack reg- 
iment of Hussars of the guard. In 1803 
he was named commander of the regi- 
ment of Chevalier guards, the most cov- 
eted, post in' the Russian army, and'in 
1SS1 became chief- of staff of the guard 
corps. He entered' the administrative 
service in 1885 as governor general 'of| 
Irkutsk. In. 188!) ho was recalled to St; 
Petersburg to become assistant minister 
of the interior, but while on the train 
enroute to: the capital he was appointed 
governor general of Kieff, which position 
he held until 1897. He was a member of 
the. council of the empire, ohamberlain 
to the empress and held many other high 
dignities and honors. 


During the wave of disorder which 


swept over Russia after "Red' Sunday" 
Ignatieff was sent by the emperor to in- 
vestigate the situation in southern Rus- 
sia and on bis'return report on the ur- 
gent necessity for granting immediate re- 
forms to avoid a catastrophe was one of 
the chief reasons whicht induced the em- 
peror to proclaim the first Russian par- 
liament. 


SOON BECAME. REACTIONIST. 


In the debates preceding the adoption 


of the parliamentary law of August 6^ 
1905, Ignatieff's voice was on the side of 
granting a large measure of power to 
the coming legislative assembly. The. 
success of the, repressions following the 
suppression of the Moscow revolt, how- 
ever, cured his fears and he became the 
active coadjutor of General Trepoff in 
supporting the repressive measures of 
Minister of the Interior Durnovo, and in 
the intrigue to bring about the downfall 
of Count Witte,. The plan was to pro- 
claim Ignatieff premier and dictator, 
turn the guard regiments loose upon par- 
liament when it had assembled and sup- 
ply the iron will which they considered 
to be the sole thing -lacking to govern 
Russia successfully, under the old abso- 
lutism. The devotion1 of Ignatieff and 
Trepoff, it has been1 maintained by Rus- 
sians, was more to the tbrone of Russia 
and the autocratic power than to the 
wearer of the imperial crown, and on 
several 
occasions littlo stood 
between 


them and a coup d'etat. 


FIXED TEETH IN THROAT 


Like a Bulldog Kurdish Chief-

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 8.—Ned Jim 


Eddin Bey, procurator-general of the Vi- 
layet of Tripoli, North Africa, has been 
murdered in a highly sensational manner 
by AH Shamyl Pashaw, former, military 
governor of Schtari. According to the 
reports received here AH Shamyl, who 
is a Kurdish chieftain and who recently 
was exiled to Tripoli on the charge of 
being concerned in tho murder of Red- 
van Pasha at Constantinople, was under- 
going an examination when he suddenly 
rushed upon the procurator-general, fix- 
ed his teeth in his throat and held on like 
a bull dog until his victim was throttled 
to death.

suicide!: • Mrs. Spier had informed the po; 
lice that Spier left liU bed chamber, tp go 
to .the' dining room in search of "a buigf 
lar'jind' tliat she afterward heard shots! 
Except that the furnishings of the ]dinf 
ing room in which the body was fou'rid 
were .disarranged the police sny ^that 
there was nothing about the house r to 
indicate the presence of a burglar. ',. Ono 
door. was found unlocked, but wi'ttib'ut 
signs of having been forced and an active 
bull dog, which accompanied Mr. Spier 
to the dining room, took no part in the 
reported duel with a burglar, if there 
was one. 


WAS HEAVILY INSURED. 


On the other hand, the police have as- 


certained that ono month before his 
death, Mr. Spier had insured his life for 
$75,000 and had been obliged to" discount 
a note for $1,357 to pay the premium on 
one of tho policies when it became -pay- 
able last Saturday. The policies were 
payable regardless of the cause of death 
and tho beneficiary had been changed 
from Mrs. Spier to a trustee of his es- 
tate. Tho police have discovered : also 
that 'a judgment in bankruptcy for "$50,- 
870 had been outstanding against Mr. 
Spier . and others since February last, 
These judgments were entered after tho 
Yatman Transmitting Typewriter com- 
pany, of which Mr. Spier was president; 
went into bankruptcy.

Dr. H. W. Patterson, Mr. Spier's fam- 


ily physician who was one of the first .to, 
reach the Spier residence after the shoot- 
ing, said today that lie does not believe 
Mr. Spier committed suicide, but thinks 
he was killed in a fight with a burglar.

POLICE BREAK UP 


PEACEFUL MEETING 


Members of Douma Had Gathered to 


Discuss Legislation—Working 


Classes Boused by Lead- 


ers' Deportation. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May S.—The dan- 


ger of an early conflict between tlie gov- 
ernment and parliament has been great- 
ly increased by what has happened with- 
in the 1st 24 hours. The good impression 
produced by the official intimation of the 
new- premier that the emperor aud the 
government were sincerely desirous of 
working in harmony with parliament, 
which was accepted in good faith by the 
leaders of the constitutional Democrats, 
enabling them to counsel moderation, 
has largely been dissipated and in its 
place the old feeling of mistrust has been 
revived. The liberals arc utterly dumb- 
founded, in view of tho semi-oflicial as- 
surances on the subject, by the unex- 
pected promulgation late last night of 
the obnoxious fundamental law in a 
slightly modified form. 


OLD FEELING OF DISTRUST. 


At one stroke it put an end to the 


claim which the new cabinet tried to 
foster, namely that the downfall of the 
Witte cabinet was due to imperial dis- 
approval of the original draft of the law. 
An article in' the law not mentioned in 
kfit night's dispatches exempting crown 
lands from taxation and expropriation 
and another reserving the power of am- 
nesty for political prisoners to. the em- 
peror run counter to the already express- 
ed will of the majority and are bound to 
produce a clash. The only commendable 
new feature of the fundamental law is a 
provision to the effect .that imperial or- 
ders must be countersigned by the presi- 
dent of the council of ministers or the 
member of the cabinet whoso deportment 
is affected. But so long as the cabinet is 
act responsible to parliament it is easy 
for tho emperor to dismiss an unwilling 
minister and replace him by one who mil 
do his bidding. 


POLICE END PEACEFUL MEETING. 


The indignation, aroused by the emper- 


ror's attempt to build-an artificial dyke 
around the prerogatives of'.the crown 
has been intensified by the' astounding 
action of the police last night in diapers- 
ing a meeting of some members of-the 
lower house-of parliament and.of-the 
upper house, or new council of'thc em- 
pire, at tho hall of the economical socie- 
ty. Without any -warning tho building 
was surrounded by the Ismiilovsky 
guard regiment and a detachment of 
cavalry n,ud .a hundred policeman march- 
ed into the hall where Count Heydcn, a 
marshal of the nobility and a member of 
parliament'for St. Petersburg).'was pre- 
siding and "ordered the meeting to dis- 
perse under instructions from the chief 
of police. In spite of vigorous protests 
that the meeting was entirely legal un- 
der the regulations governing the socie- 
ty, the police captain who was in charge 
of tho police and troops was inexorable 
and the members of parliament were 
compelled to yield to foree and left the 
hall after drawing up a formal protest 
which was signed by twenty-eight mem- 
bers of parliament. 


GOVERNMENT'S PROMISE-FALSE. 
M. Roditcheff, a mamberu. ot parlia- 


ment for St. Petersburg, hurried after 
midnight to the hall where- tho constitu- 
tional'Democrats were holding their con- 
vention-and announced to tho-membera 
"there assembled, the- action,taken by-;tlia: 


police. An indescribable scene of fury 
followed after which Eoditcheff. in an 
impressive speech which was cheered to 
the echo, declared that the government's 
appeal for confidence had again been 
false and that the people must rely up- 
on themselves. It wa« decided that one 
of the first things after the assembling 
of parliament shall be a demand.for the 
dismissal of the chief of police. 


WORKMEN INFURIATED. 


As if the incidents were not sufficient 


to excite the members1 of parliament the 
local authorities with a fatuous geniua 
ior blundering inflamed 
the working 


classes yesterday. 
Without 
warning 


they ordered many of the leaders of the 
workmen to leave the city. They wore 
not even given time_to.remove their fam- 
ilies. The matter -was brought to the at- 
tention of a meeting of one hundred and 
twenty-two peasant workmen, members 
of parliament, who denounced it as an 
attempt on the part of the government 
to bring about a strike on the qve of the 
assembling of parliament for the purpose 
of provoking a struggle and under cover 
of the disorder to dissolve parliament. 
Nevertheless the meeting appealed to the 
workmen at this critical juncture to do 
nothing rash and to trust in parliament 
to fight for liberty against repression. 
.This meeting also.appointed a "scandal 
committee" to collect evidence of viola- 
tions of the rights of members of parlia- 
ment, two of whom, one a. priest, have 
been searched since the arrival in St. 
Petersburg and also to investigate the 
conspiracy on the part of the authorities 
to induce members of parliament 
to 


lodge in government buildings.

A large falling off in the receipts of tlie 


Racine postoffice business 
baa erected 


;nore or less talk about the city and 
nany cannot figure cut the caa««. In- 
quiry reveals that last year the receipts 
of the office were about $70,000 le» than 
the previous year. The very largest 
amount in any-one year was $280,000 and : 
that fell to $195,000. 


The cause of this decrease is traced, to 


the fact that many of the large buBinera 
houses.of this city buy stamps from tho 
big department stores of Chicago, receiv- 
ing a two per cent discount, or in other 
•words saving $20 on a thousand. On« 
house alone IB said to have bought $40,- 
000 worth of stamps last year. 


While the amount of business is the 


same in the postofBce and it is necessary. 
frcm time to time to engage additional • 
clerk hire, the receipts continue to .show 
a falling off. YFliilc the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington has not yet made in- 
quiry in regard to these conditions,'it is 
understood that they have been informed 
of them. .

state of affairs, for when stamps are once 
purchased of the government the buyer 
is at liberty to sell or give them away. 


The business for the month of April 


amounts to $20,000 and if it keeps up for 
other months, the business will come up 
to the high water mark. Department 
stores of Chicago receive thousands upon, 
thousands of stamps and it is understood 
that Milwaukee in a measure is effected 
the same as Racine, because of the mer- 
chants buying stamps.

sess such germs. Dr. Splitting declares 
they are harmless if a' person lives a 
'sanitary life" and is in a perfectly 
healthy condition. 


"Foremost among the habits of man- 


kind which render him a prey to pneu- 
monia ia drunkenness," said Dr. Spald- 
ing vcaterday. "The mucous membranes 
of the air passages and the lung tissue 
of the drunkard are never equal to the 
standard of the healthy tissue. Even 
the moderate drinker has congested 
mucous membrane and disturbed 
cir- 


culation, which invite pjieumonin. The 
use. of tobacco irritates the mucous 
membrane, find when excessively used 
weakens the heart nnd disturbs the cir- 
culation. 
Overeating 
disturbs.- the 


henlthy digestion. The mouth is the 
great 
highway 
for 
receiving germs. 


Food accumulated between the -teeth, 
kept at the body temperature, is a rich

Injunction Against Big 


Combine. 


Alleged That Three Defendants Named in Bill 


Have Voluntarily Joined Together to Con- 


trol Prices at Which Proprietary Medi- 


cines Shall Be Sold to Consumer. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Tho attorney 


general today made public the following 
statement: 


"The government has today filed in the 


circuit court of the United States for the 
district of Indiana a petition for an in- 
junction against certain Associations, cor- 
porations and 
individuals, composing 


what is commonly known as the 'drug 
trust of the United States.' The parties 
defendant specifically named in the bill 
have voluntarily combined together to 
control the prices at which proprietary 
medicines and drugs shall be sold to thc 
consumer through thc retail druggists in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 


"The parties to the combination in- 


clude 
tho proprietary 
association 
of 


America, tho National Wholesale Drug- 
gists' association and the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail druggists." 


Continuing, thc statement says: 


TAKES IN MOST DEALERS. 


"Tho Proprietary Association of Amer- 


ica is an unincorporated association of 
ninety per cent of all the manufacturers 
and proprietaries of patent medicines, 
drug and proprietary articles in the Un- 
ited, Stute.-t. The various members of 
thia association reside and do business in 
the various states, and the products in 
which they deal are manufactured in tho 
several states of the union nnd sold and 
distributed from the statoa in which they 
are manufactured, to wholesale and re- 
tail druggists, throughout 
the United 


States.

ed his attention to tha conditions :md 
warned him of Mr. Morgan's presence 
here. The mayor investigated and .bc- 
•came convinced that Mr. Morgan had not 
been exposed and refused to order him 
quarantined. 


Since that time Mr. Morgan has not 


dorod to return to Soij,th Milwaukee, 
fearing that the authorities would nab 
and quarantine him, so he has been con- 
ducting his business by mnil. For somo 
reason the authorities also made an uf- 
fort to have his stenographer quarantined 
at- Milwaukee, but the mayor of that 
city ordered the girl to be vaccinated 
and did not lock her up. 


The quarantine is still -being held in 


South Milwaukee and Mr."Morgan today 
wrote tho state board of health and de- 
mands an investigation, claiming that ho 
has a physician's.certificate that he is all. 
right and was not in any way exposed. ' 
'\Yhat he wants' is 'to 'know why he can- 
not enter South Milwaukee without be- 
ing quarantined. It is expected that the 
state board will make an investigation

"that these associations, their 
officers, 


delegates and members arc all engaged 
in a common undertaking, to-wit, the 
business of manufacturing, buying and 
soiling patent medicines-and drugs and 
proprietary articles throughout the Un- 
ited States. That these associations and 
thc members thereof have entered into a 
conspiracy to arbitrarily fix and regulate 
the price at which such articles shall bo 
sold to the- consumer, and that they have 
established rules and regulations to en- 
force such an unlawful agreemtnt by re- 
btricting the purchase nnd sale of such 
commodities to those 
members- of 
the 


several associations who shall live up to 
nnd observe the rules and regulations 
thus arbitrarily prescribed by the respec- 
tive associations. 


HITS THE CONSUMER. 


"There in but one ultimate object of

Production of Coal- 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The 
senate 


was prompt in resuming consideration 
of the Elkins' coal ainendent to the rail- 
road rate bill prohibiting interstate- rail- 
roads from engaging- in the production of 
coal or other commodities. The vice pres- 
ident announced l:he amendment of Sen- 
ator Dryden to the Elkins' provision to 
be in order. That amendment extends to 
July 1011, the time when the provision 
shall go into effect. Several senators 
made objection that the time suggested 
was too remote and Mr. Dryden altered 
the date to July 1908. A voll call was 
promptly ordered and resulted in the 
adoption of the amendment 44 to 29. 


Most of the negative votes were cast 


by Democrats, but they wore supported 
by Senators Bur'kett', Clapp, Dolliver, 
Gamble, La Folletto, Lodge, Republicans. 
Senators Clark of Montana, and Clarke 
of Arkansas, Democrats, voted with tho 
Republicans. The action of the senate in 
accepting the 
Dryden 
provision 
was 


promptly followed by a motion by Mr. 
Hopkins to refer the entire coal produc- 
tion subject—thc Elkinfi' amendment and 
the amendments to it—to the committee 
on interstate commerce. By a vote of 
25 to 48 Mr. Hopkins' motion was declar- 
ed out of order.

WOMAN CAUSE OF BIG LOSS. 


Apropos of the big fire tho first report, 


that the disastrous wave of fire that 
struck in nenr the city hall destroying 
thq Mechanics Pavilion in which were 
several hundred earthquake victims, and 
destroyed blocks in, Hayes Valley and in 
the Mission up to Twentieth street, was 
occasioned by a woman .starting a fire 


• in her destroyed cli?Tiney, is* confirmed. 


It is stated this person insisted despite 
warnings with the awful result of the ad- 
dition of several more million to the fire 
losses. The reason of the strictness of 
the authorities against any.fires in dwell- 
ings or stores is because of the fact lhat 
'the damage wus not confined, alone to 
the tops being broken off but :of 
the 


cracks extending downwards, and in 
many.cases of being moved from their 
proper positions. 


Tho number of dead as ascertained by 


recovery of bodies is now stated to not 
quite reach 350, but the assertion is pos- 
itively made that large numbers of vic- 
tims are yet buried beneath the ruins 
and will be recovered later, and this 
geems more likely. 


LONG LINES STILL WAIT. 


Tho work ol relief is progressing now 


with much more strictness than at first. 
No men are waited upon and the card 
system ifl to bo employed and a registry 
of the real needy is to be made. There 
is as yet not a great deal-of system em- 
ployed, for at some places long lines 
of people are noticed, while other relief 
places are- kopt open morning and after- 
noon, and the -wart is not 
noticeable. 


There undoubtedly has been imposition 
practiced and some open handed steal- 
ing, for a day or two ago the police and 
military recovered wagon loads of plun- 
der the thieves had stolen in some way 
One man was reported with sixty gov- 
ermnent blankets, but ho was persuaded 
to give- them up. 


BISLTKE LOOK OP PAUPERS. 


' 
No sufferer needing food is to bo neg- 


lected if the authorities know of it, but 
tho practice of families securing supplies 
right along, able to pay for them is to 
be stopped. Still it is a, delicate matter 
for tbero are many who much dislike to 
admit they are in need, nnd to submit to 
tho now inevitable red tape system; and 
well known citizens say, some fraud is 
inevitable in any case, and instead of 
forcing the name of paupers upon many 
honest people it is better to submit to 
some imposition. The government has 
Bevoral hundred families in the Presidio 
and is feeding them, and providing them 
with tent shelter. These people rcccivr 
the surae treatment the soldiers receiv, 
and are looked after in every way. As 
people can flnd quarters they are moving 
away from the parka and the authorities 
ore assisting in finding them vacan 
rooms and seeing after their needs. 


NO LONGER A PICNIC. 


The mdcwalk or street cooking system 


is to be continued indefinitely, at least \ 
until the word is given that chimneye. 
may again be used, but with the restor- 
ation of the water supply the use of oil 
will ngain be permitted. How:,tired the 
people 
are of this arduous 
work 
of 


street cooking! At first it had the air 
of a picnic but' as 'the days drtig on weari- 
ly, complaints are pouring, in and the 
picnic business has worn itself out. It 


a severe trial now, but .all will have 


to put up with it until relieved by au- 
thority. Considerable humor is being 
shown by the wits of the family, and 
many of these street kitchens- are com- 
plete with the house range, over which 
has been built a wooden shelter, from 
the more wind brake, to a regular house, 
and of these arc many styles, as various 
as they are home-made.. Numbers bear 
the sign of former well known restau- 
rants and hotels, _and- others with such 
names as

Rough House," "Sign of the Pup,"

contenting themselves with their, brick 
ovens, constructed with loose bricks, and 
the gridiron from the stove on top ionn- 
ing the resting place for the family ket- 
tle and pots. .Every street is- lined with, 
these nnd the wooden temporary struc- 
tures and wind brakes throughout the 
unburned portion of the city.

Relief is coining in from various places 


and it will be needed beyond any ques- 
tion. Thousands arc deprived of their 
wage earnings and will be for some time 
to come. Others have lost every dollar 
they had in the world, many others with 
limited means at tho best arc in distress 
and. hate to adroit that1 they are' practi- 
cally now paupers through the introduc- 
tion 'of the system, which those ic au- 
thority deem essential. It would hardly 
be fair to say favored ones get all they 
want, because it cannot be proved, but 
that more or less cases of repeating in 
the lines have occurred is certainly true, 
and it is intended to stop this and relief 
to men applicants, the idea being to 
force the men to work. But all the 
work they can get is hard manual work 
in the' streets nnd cleaning ruins, though 
'men in the trades such us brick masons, 
carpenters, plasterers, and allied trades, 
will have till they cau do. "Not all in- 
dustries were destroyed for in a consid- 
erable section of the. further southern 
end of the city business concerns escap- 
ed the fire while the entire water front 
was saved from tlic flames. The ship- 
ping business alone will give employment 
to many. 


'TEMPORARY QUARTERS. 


It is now a process of taking inventor- 


ies and seeing where men are at. Num- 
erous concerns lost their large buildings, 
but their warehouses escaped destruc- 
tion, being located near the water front, 
or beyond the limits of the fire lines.
